visited Nauvoo early in the year 
1860, and stopped at the Mansion 
House, then occupied by Mr. Bida- 
man and his wife, Emma, who had 
been the wife of the Prophet. Her 
children lived with her. Frederick 
Smith, the second son of the Prophet, 
whom I had known as a boy in Nau- 
voo before our exodus, and who has 
since died, told me that the Twelve 
had conspired against his father and 
were the means of his death. I was 
astounded that he should have such 
an idea. It seemed incredible that a 
young man of his intelligence, with 
the means of information that he had 
at his command, could be so imposed 
upon as to believe such an atrocious 
f ood concerning his father's best 
friends! I reasoned with him upon 
the subject, and showed him the folly 
of such a thought and how baseless 
it was, pointing out to him that there 
were two of the Twelve with his 
father and uncle in the jail at the 
time the attack was made upon it. 
But so firmly was this untruth im- 
bedded in his mind that, though he 
was silenced, I doubt very much if he 
was convinced. 

It has always seemed to me a 
strange circumstance that the imme- 
diate family of the great Prophet 
whom God chose to be the founder of 
His work upon earth, should stand in 


the relationship in which they now 
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do to that work. If they could have 
their way, in their blind ignorance, 
they would destroy all that he did. 
But God will, as He has done in the 
past, overrule their conduct and their 
antagonism to His work for the glory 
of His name and the accomplishment 
of His purposes. He will make all 
that they do contribute to His praise; 
and the day will come when we shall 
see how this almost insane conduct of 
theirs has been controlled for — 
The promises of God to the Prophet 
Joseph are of such a character that 
they cannot fail. Some of them con- 


cern his posterity. There will be 
some of them yet come forth and re- 
ceive all the blessings the promise of 


which he obtained from the Lord in 
their behalf. This will undoubtedly © 
come to pass, and the world will yet 
ses its fulfillment. But there is little 
ground to believe that Joseph, the 
oldest son, will receive these blessings. 
His conduct has been such as to fur- 
nish little room for hope that he will 
receive the fulfillment of these pro- 
mises. Upon this point, however, I 
do not think it necessary to dwell, as 
he is, as well as all mankind, in the 
hands of the Lord. 

It is a cause of thankfulness, how- 
ever, to know that we are not left to 
uncertainty and to doubt 111 
his claims or the claims of others in 
regard to leadership in our Church. 
God has placed the authority of the 
Holy Priesthood upon men whom He 
has chosen. He given them the 
Apostleship. They have all the power 
that God has ever given to man in the 
flesh. It is a delightful reflection to 
know that these men are united. 

The President of the Twelve Apos- 
tles is a man whose life has been spent 
in the cause of God. He has been 
distinguished throughout his career 
for his unflinching integrity to the 
truth. He has never wavered in his 
faith nor failed to perform his full 
duty as a servant of God. He stood 
by the Prophet Joseph, as his prede- 
cessors did, in the hours of trial. 
When many so-called friends faltered 
and shrank, he exhibited unyielding 
firmness and uudaunted courage. 
Though now past eighty years of 
he is of vigorous frame and full o 
healthful activity, with well- preserved 
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mental faculties and with the appa- 


rent promise of living yet for many 
years.

ANTI-MORMONISM IN SWANSEA. 


DISGRACEFUL PROCEEDINGS IN THE ALBERT HALL. 


THE MEETING sTOPPED. 


[THe following account of the dis- 
turbances at the second meeting 
held at Swansea by President Teas- 
dale and his associates, is taken 
from the Cambria Daily Herald 
of Sept. 14, 1887:] 


Ir Mormon missionaries generally are 
received in anything like the manner 
in which the apostle and elders now 
on the stump in Swansea are received, 
Mormonism can have very little 
chance of winning over to its side 
that religious world which somehow 
has a knack of clinging to the old 
paths, and quietly, perhaps stupidly, 
ignoring new standards of belief, even 


when backed up by the heavenly re- 
velations, the angelic visitants and 
the shining lights vouchsafed to the 


founders of those beliefs. Mormon- 
ism, unlike other more fortunate 
“isms,” seems doomed in Swansea to 
make no proselytes at all. Again, on 
Tuesday night, was the net spread, 
but, in spite of the personal charms 
and seductive pleadings of apostles 
and elders, was again spread in vain. 
Never was persuasive eloquence 
thrown away upon people more stol- 
idly unwilling to be convinced. The 
Mormons in Swansea, indeed, have 
been received without any kindness or 
the least consideration. The meet- 
ing on Monday night, in the Albert 
Minor Hall, was held under consider- 
able difficulties, as our readers are 
aware; that on Tuesday night, after 
it had 7 — some little time, was 
stopped altogether, the meeting, which

ELDERS IN CONFERENCE. 


ADDRESS BY AN APOSTLE. 


A MORNING WITH THE LATTER-DAY SAINTS. 


Merruyer, Sunday. 

I have been to the conference of 
the 1 Saints at the Temper- 
ance Hall, Merthyr, this morning. 
The service was not orthodox,“ but 
perhaps a great deal of truth was 
told. You may very often go into 
various places of worship and hear 
much that you can agree with; but it 
is sometimes a question whether you 
have received I enlighten- 
ment as to the whole of the principles 
and practices of the church you have 
attended. However, I am not now go- 
ing to write & sermon, but to refer to 
a few facts which will probably be of 
special interest in a locality whence 
80 many converts“ were drawn some 
years since. The president was Elder 

avid Williams, and he was accom- 
panied by Elder George Teasdale, one 
of the Twelve Apostles (president of 
the European conference), and ten 
other elders, all of them hailing from 
Salt Lake City. The twelve elders 
sat on the platform in a row, and 
facing the public, Teasdale and Gamp- 
bell taking a central ition. I 
should also note that admission was 
free, and the attendance moderately 
fair. The president advanced to the 
table, in the centre of which was a 
pile of books, probably scriptural; 
prayer was Offered and then another 

ymn was sung. The president, a 
short, elderly man, next proceeded to 
deliver an address, commencing very 
slowly and in a faint voice, but after- 
wards ee ter control over 
the attention of the people. He com- 
plained that efforts were very gener- 
ally made to prejudice folks against 
them, but he said they were all born 
in a Christian land, and when the 
were young they were taught by their 
parents to believe in the Bible. They 
Wers taught to read the Bible, and he 
believed the Welsh nation was bet- 
ter posted in the Bible than most any 
other nation.” Well, they bave read 


their Bible, and they believe in God 
and in Jesus Christ. Then he pointed 
out that they also believed in all the 
officers that were named in the Testi- 
ment, but he argued that had been an 
apostacy, accor ing to the New Testi- 
ment. The Gospel had now been re- 
stored, however, to the earth, and it 
had been preached in their midst for 
40 years and over. Now, twenty 
thousand of the Welsh nation had re- 
ceived the knowledge of the revela- 
tion, and they could bear testimony 
to the Gospel of Jesus Christ. Elder 
Morgan Evans followed with an ad- 
dress in the vernacular, and Elder S. 
Brough, the secretary, next spoke. 
Religion, he said, was something that 
caused a considerable talk throughout 
the world, and a t many had 
their attention called to it; and there 
were a great many who were troubled 
in their minds to know which was the 
true way to serve God, and what re- 
* or sect they ought to belong to. 
e averred that, with the new know- 
ledge, miracles were performed, and 
= done as they used to be. Gifts 
and blessings followed those who did 
believe, but not those who did not be- 
lieve. He testified to them that he 
knew the Gospel of Christ was upon 
the earth. The principles of Joseph 
Smith would prove salvation to all 
ple who accepted them, and the 
amnation of those who rejected them. 
—Elder Cornelius Smith followed in 
a similar strain.—Elder George Teas- 
dale, a tall, wiry-looking, elderly gen- 
tleman, with a rather keen eye and a 
short iron-grey and somewhat grizzled 
said he was very pleased to 

meet them that morning, although he 
could remember a time when their 
numbers were a great many more 
than now in that district. He re- 
membered, in 1859, when they met in 
that town in conference, that the 
meeting houses were very crowded. 
They had to hold meetings in Cardiff 
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and Tredegar on their way there. 
But a great many had emigrated. It 
appeared to him there were certain 
classes of yy and certain 
classes whom the Lord called to be 
His people--that there had been ga- 
thered out of all nations certain clas- 
ses of people that 4 to have an 
understanding of the Gospel of the 
Son of God. He had heard it said by 
those who embraced the Gospel that 
it seemed to them as though they had 
heard it preached before, and it seem- 
ed as if there minds were prepared 
for it. It had been remarked that 
morning that they were a peculiar 
people, and also that the Welsh had a 
thorough knowledge of the Bible; 
and that might be perchance why 80 
many had embraced the Gospel in 
that principality. He criticised the 
Roman Catholic religion, and referred 
to the establishment of the Church of 
England as a consequence of the peo- 
ple being ay — with Roman 
Catholicism. It was something they 
were prepared for at the time of Mar- 
tin Lut er: but the Episcopalian 
Church had no more authority than 
the Roman Catholic Church. The

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THE SWANSEA DISTURBANCE. 

Tue disturbance at the meetings held in Swansea by President Teasdale on 
the evening of the 12th and 13th inst., has been widely commented upon by 
-the press of Wales, and in not a few of the papers of England. The com- 
ments, speaking generally, are in keeping, too, with that reputation for fair- 
ness that is a leading characteristic of the people of Great Britain. The 
facts substantially are given as they occurred, without any attempt to distort 
them to the psejudice of the Saints or Elders, and the action of the disturbers 
of the peace is almost universally condemned without reservation. Is it not 
strange that we cannot say universally condemned? One would think that 
there was not a journal in the whole kingdom that would or could so far 
forget its self-respect as to excuse, much less attempt to justify, such dis- 
‘graceful proceedings as those enacted at the meetings at Swansea. But 
there is one, we aré sorry to say, which so far forgets the true dignity of 
Journalism as to appear in the lists as the champion of rowdyism, and excuses 
the disturbance of the peace becatise the meetings broken up were being 
held by “ Mormons,” The paper referred to is the Swansea Journal. In its 
issue of the 17th of September it gives an account of the disorder and break- 

ing up of the meetings, and then adds the following by way of comment: 
Now, did the people act rightly or wrongly? At first we were inclined to say wrongly. 
We were selfish enough to wish to hear what the saints had to say. A moment’s reflec- 
tion, however, put as for once, morally, on the side of the disturbers and breakers-up of 
u meeting: The iftstinct of the young men and lads, and of the elder men too, was the 
eae and right instinet. There are things that one ought not to hear—to listen to. And 
ons of thetn is any attack on the sacredness of the single, noble companionship of man 
and Wife, beginning with the marriage vow and ending with death. The young men 
‘who mewed and bow-wowed have, or had, mothers, of whom they knew it would be a 
desecration to even think, or dream, as Mormon wives. But it could do no harm to 
litem, the saint said. Les, it has done harm to listen to such saints. Simple, honest 
‘people who know nothing of Utah, or Joseph Smith, or Brigham Young, have been led 
to throw away their lives by listening to these men. Daughters of honest Welsh mothers 
have shamed those mothers by accepting shares in husbands instead of the entire right to 
.& husband, u by God’s law.—A man cried out— It is filth;’ and it is filth. The in 
stinct of America is dead against the Mormons, and would fain come to closer grips with 
them. They have nothing for it but to come to their old hunting ground for fresh re- 
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oui, It is true that they have industry, taste in building, and any amount of intel- 
lectual enjoyment. But their ideal of life is false and rotten, while the ideal alike of 
(“ gentile”) christianity and chivalry—one wife—is undoubtedly the noblest conception 
to which humanity has yet attained, the key-stone of civilisation, Men fall below this 
ideal, and are degraded, but nothing can degrade the ideal, while the Mormon ideal is 
degrading in itself. This, we admit, is assuming the whole question, not arguing it. 
We do not intend to argue it. The instinct of the meeting would suffice as the ground 
of the aseamption, the instinct of every lad who has a kind thought for his mother, or for 
a girl whom he hopes to make his wife. Let the men and women, the boys and girls of 
Wales, take warning. Better is a dinner of herbs where love is than a stalled ox” with 
a plurality of wives. Ministers of the Gospel are tired, we fear, of denouncing the Mor- 
mon propaganda, but do not let them weary of well-doing. The young men and women 
of this town, and all towns, are worth a continued effort, and the duty ought not to be 
abandoned to any body who likes to take it up. Right of public meeting is a right almost, 
if not quite, sacred, but as one would not endure a public meeting to point out in plain 
terms how the Eighth Commaadment might be broken with impunity, so we have the 
same duty with regard to the Seventh—‘‘ Thou shalt not commit adultery.” We would 
like to hear of the sanctimonious polygamists having been driven from every town iu 
Wales, where they dare to teach their unwholesome doctrines. 

The first thing in the above that strikes us is the confession that the Jour- 
nal in this instance is on the side, morally, of the disturbers and breakers-up 
of a meeting. And following that, the statement that the “instinct of the 
young men and lads, and of the elder men too,” who broke up that meeting, 
“ was the true and right ivstinct.” An attempt is made to justify this posi- 
tion by saying that “there are things that one ought not to hear—to listen 
to. And one of them is any attack on the sacredness of the single, noble 
companionship of man and wife.“ Now let us see. On Friday night follow- 
ing the disturbance of the Mormon” meeting, the anti-“ Mormons” held a 
meeting, or attempted to do so; and we presume it was held for the purpose 
of extoling the virtues of monogamy, and exposing(?) the iniquity alleged 
against the Latter-day Saints. But this same crowd of rowdies were present, 
and from the accounts given of the disgraceful proceedings, the confusion 
and violence was even greater than when the “ Mormons” held forth. We 
ask the writer of the above if the “instinct” in this second case was the 
“true and right instinct.” And if it was right and true in the first instance, 
why is it not right and true in the second? How chagrined the apologist for 
the disturber of the peace must be when he finds that after patting him on 
the back and applauding him for disturbing a meeting with which the apolo- 
gist was not in sympathy, he also immediately breaks up one that he is in 
sympathy with! Surely the Journal will see its position was wrong. In 
effect it said, Let evil be done that good may come. But the good never 
comes and the evil remains. 

The “instinct” which disturbed the meeting of Apostle George Teasdale 
did not do it to protect a principle—the single wife system, as is proven from 
the fact that the meeting held professedly in the interest of monogamy was 
also disturbed by the same parties. The Journal may set it down as a fact 
that the “instinct” which demonstrates its existence in so disgusting a man- 
ner never acts upon principle but from passion, or more frequently from 
cussedness, pure and simple. 

The Journal assumes that the plural wife system of the “ Mormons” is 
wrong, and it bases its assumption upon the “instinct” of that meeting. To 
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gee the absurdity of such a position, we have only to suppose that some 
“ Mormon” attending the anti- Mormon” meeting on Friday night, and after 
witnessing the opposition to the speakers who were there professedly in the 
interest of monogamy, assumes that monogamy is wrong, basing the assump- 
tion on the “ instinct” of that meeting. The “Journal” says it does not in- 
tend to argue the question. Perhaps not. It may be conscious of how weak 
a case it would have in an argument. But better a weak argument than 
such an assumption as it makes. 

The “ Journal” concludes by saying: 

We would like to hear of the sanctimonious polygamists having been driven from every 
town in Wales, where they dare teach their unwholesome doctrines. 

Now what is meant by this? Driving means force; and force, violence; 
and violence is just possible to result in serious injury or even the death of 
the assailed, and thus if the wishes of the “Journal” were carried out, it is 
quite probable that the consequences would be more serious than it now 
realizes. Let it be held in remembrance that the Journal” cannot mean the 
employment of legal force to drive the “ Mormons” from the towns of Wales, 
because there is no such power vested in the legal authority. If the laws 
are broken by “ Mormon” Elders, they will doubtless be punished to the full 
extent of the law, but banishment is not one of the means of punishment 
The “ Journal,” from the whole spirit of its comments on the presence of the. 
“ Mormons,” would have illegal force or mobs drive them from Wales. We 
know of newspapers in America becoming the advocates of mob force, and it 
has led in several instances to the murdering of “Mormon” Elders, and to- 
day the innocent blood of those men cries from the ground for vengeance 
against the advocates of mob violence, and we caution the “Swansea Journal” 
against pursuing a like course. Cannot the “Journal” see the danger of 
being found “morally on the side of the disturbers and breakers-up of a 
meeting?’ One night it is the rights and peace of a “ Mormon” meeting that 
is interfered witb. The next it is a meeting of anti-“ Mormons” that is 
broken up. So it would be in driving the Mormons” from Wales by mob 
force. To-day would see those forces assailing the unpopular “ Mormon“ 
that precedent established and those forces set in motion, who shall say they 
will not next be employed against the Baptists or Methodist, or some other 
sect, and whose liberties would be secure? The wish of the “ Journal” to see 
“ Mormons” driven from Wales is frought with serious dangers; it would 
lead to the adoption of methods that are subversive of liberty, and the peace 
and good order of society. The “Journal” will do well to get back on the 
side of law and order as quickly as possible. 

Relative to the assertion that many honest people in Wales have been led 
to throw away their lives by listening to the “Mormon” Elders, we can only 
say the writer must be uninformed on the subject of which he writes. He 
is making another of his assumptions, perhaps not based on the “ instinct” of 
rowdies at a meeting, but on the falsehoods of the enemies of the “ Mormon” 
people. Mr. Phil Robinson, the Editor of the Court and Society Review, 
London, who went to Utah to study “ Mormonism,” says of the people: 

When I remember what classes of people their men and women are chiefly drawn from, 
and the utter poverty in which most of them arrive, I cannot in sincerity do otherwise 
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than admire and respect the system which has fused such unpromising material of so 
many nationalities into one homogeneous whole.—*‘ Sinners and Saints.” 

Captain Burton, of the British Army, who also visited Utah and speaks 
from personal observation, says: 

Mormonism is emphatically the faith of the por. * Icannot help thinking 
that morally and spiritually as well as physically its proteges gain by their transfer from 
Europe to Utah. 

One thing more. The “Journal” again “assumes” that Apostle Teasdale’s 
remarks would have been “an attack on the sacredness of the single, noble, 
companionship of man and wife, beginning with the marriage vow and ending 
with death.“ This assumption leads the Journal“ again into an error. Had 
the writer had an opportunity of listening to Apostle Teasdale, he would have 
witnessed no attack upon the sacredness of “the single, noble, companion- 
ship of man and wife.” “Mormonism” makes no attack upon it. For the 
man and wife who join hands, and face the journey through the valley of 
life, bravely meeting the frowns of fortune, patiently bearing the sorrows 
and afflictions that are the common lot of mortals in this sphere, let them be 
true to their marriage vows and “ Mormonism” has nothing but sympathy for 
them in their sorrows, a helping hand in their afflictions, admiration for their 
constancy, and a fervent prayer for their eternal happiness. On the other 
hand, if men under certain conditions, and to bring about special purposes of 
God, esteem it their duty to marry more than one wife, and they are com- 
petent morally, spiritually, and in every other respect to fulfill the obligations 
of the increased responsibilities, and it is agreeable to all immediately con- 
cerned, we contend that they should have the privilege of doing so. And 
let those relationships be sacredly revered and their obligations religiously 
fulfilled as they are where they exist among the “ Mormons” in Utah, and 
we are unable to perceive wherein such an institution is incompatible with 
the purity of the family, or threatens society with disaster. On the con- 
trary, we can see where many benefits would accrue to society, and especi- 
ally to womankind through it. It is not our business here, however, to advocate 
plural marriage, but to preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ and deliver the 
message with which we are divinely commissioned—wz, that God has 
spoken from heaven and restored the Gospel to the earth with all its ancient 
gifts, powers and blessings, together with the authority of God to administer 
in its ordinances. We are here to cry repentance to this generation, to tell 
them that the hour of God’s judgment is here, and warn them to flee from 
the wrath which will shortly be poured out upon the wicked and — 
God has decreed it: we are witnesses of it.

A MOTHER REFUSES HER DAUGHTER'S APPEAL AND GOES 70 UTAH. 


THE Rev. Thomas D. Drum, a chap- 
lain at Castle Garden, received a tele- 
m, Tuesday, from the Rev. T. J. 
anner, of New Brighton, Pa., asking 
him to watch for the arrival of Mrs. 
Barnes, a steerage passenger on the 
steamer Wisconsin, from Liverpool. 
The telegram further stated that Mrs. 
Barnes was in the hands of the Mor- 
mons, and that her daughter was an- 
xious to prevent her going to Utah. 
When the passengers arrived, it was 
found that of the 800 more than half 
were Mormons, bound for Utah in 
charge of President John Isaac Hart, 
of Ogden, the Mormon missionary. 
Mrs. Barnes was round among them, 
and escorted to the Immigrant Post 
Chaplaincy.
